Theologlical Beminary at Chester, Pa. The com- '

mencement exercises of this year were the twen-
tieth of the college aud the seventeenth of the
Young Ladies’ Seminary. From theze two de-
partments nearly four hundred graduntes have
already gone forth, and their record is one of
which thelr Alma Mater has reason to be
achamed. Rev. Justin R. Loomis, LL.D., now
cloeee hils twellth year In the presidency of the
Institution. The corporation has huildings, appa-
rotug, ete., valoed at $160,000, aud in investments
bearing Interest £120,000. For Leaaty of situa-
tion, salubrity, and accesslbility, Lowisburg has
few cquals in our State.
Accompnnying Services,

The gradustes of the Female Jostitate, the
Alwner, held their annual rennion on Saturday
afternoon, their own members conducting the
exercises, The Alumni mel in the evening,
Colonel W, Il. Harrison, of Philadelphia, the
orator of the occasion, discoarsed spicily upon
the workers in our world under the theme
“Cavalry, Artillery, and Tnfantry.” He likened
life to a battle, and the classes of
arms of the eervice, dednecing some uselul
lessons from Lhe survey.

[n the morning the new edlfice of the Baptist
Church was dedieated. Itis a substantial, neat,
and commodious house. Its cost was about
50,000, on wiiich about #450,000 bad been paid,
but the congregation rallied enthuziastically
and soon pledged $10,000 for the payment of
palance. Rev. J. H. Cnstle, D. 1), of West
PhiladelpLia, preachied the dedicatory sermon.
His text was Ecclesinstes vii, 10; his object
being to demolish the popular idea that plety is
degenerating. 1lis dlscourse was certainly full
of cheering considerations.

In the afternoon the annual sermon before the
Soclety for Moral and Relixlous lnquiry was
preached by Professor R. J. W, Buckland, D. D.,
of Rochester Theological Seminary, New York.
His text was Remans viii, 10-23, whence he de-
duced the tollowing propositions, viz.:—First,
The lower creation had reference to man and
his destiny. Man i2 the archetype of the animal
creation.  Second. Man's despioy s found in
union with Christ. Christ is the archetype of
humanity. Third. Mankind as redeemed and
in the Church of Christ finds their destiny In the
future life. TIeaven is the archetype of the
Church of Christ.

Under the first head the speaker discussed the
scientific questions of the day: the divine intel-
ligence and thought of God as seen in ereation,
the origin of the race, design in creation as
opposed to Darwinlsm, the nulty of the race, 1ts
finality in the ceries of creation and head ol all
God's workes.

Secondly, be treated of man morally and
spiritually as thus made for Clrist, finding the
end of his belog only in union with Christ. The
science of comparative religion, just opened in
Max Muller’s London lectures, was referred to
as throwing new light on man's religions nature
and destiny., The humanity and atonement of
Christ were dwell upon as meeting man's wants
and consummating man's destiny, and God's
design in Christ, the great archetype,

Thirdly, the value and history of the Church
were shown to point to Heaven as its archetypal
end. The Lord formed the Church on this plan.
In former ages Baptists were reviled for seeking
a Church free from sin, becanse they demanded
sersonal falth, regeneration, and a holy life,
ut all cvun-_:e:llm'f Christians now recognize
these, and the archetypal idea of God Is coming
more and more clearly to view. Buch a field
of religious kunowledge and Divise purpose
is before these who are engaged in religious
imquiry, and merlts the eathusinstic devotion
ol everyv one who would learn of God, and
His Divine purposes and ways as unfolded
in the great archétypal ideas of the Divine
mind.

Pennsvlvania Baptist Education Society was
preached by Rev, Charles Keyser, of Philadel-
phia. Histext, Luke vili, 11: “The sced is the
word of God.”
